Sordid Side to the Plot. 

Another side of this is quite as sordid as

This side concerns the payment of soldiers’ 
warrants by the Cuban government. During 
the war with Spain an American officer 
found it difficult to count more than 7,000 
Cuban patriot soldiers, and this number gen- 
erally was considered a high estimate. Since 
the war the claims for arrearages of pay, 
with interest, for 50,000 soldfers has been 
passed upon and approved by a commission 
appointed for that purpose. To meet the 
payment of these arrearages of salary the 
republic has appropriated $54,000,000, and it 
has actually paid in cash all but $3,500,000 
of this amount. The remainder is being 
passed out of the treasury daily. 

In 1903 the Cuban government floated in 
this country a loan for $35,000,000. Of this 
amount $27,000,000 went to pay soldiers 
claims. With half the obligations thus dis- 
charged there was an incessant clamor, fos- 
tered vigorously by politicians and lobbyists, 
for the payment of the remainder, For this 
provision was made last year.

Patriotism, of Peace Is. Given Praise 
by Executive, Who Addresses Au- 
dience at V. M. d. A. Auditorium 


Warning Given Against Officials. 


Whe Fail to Obey the Law—Alludes 
to Intractable Police Boards and 
Condemns Wide Open Poller.

Condemnation of graft and corruption ih 
civic affairs and of men who profit by wide 
open conditions in cities was voiced by Gov. 
J. Frank Hanly of Indiana in a lecture at the 
Central T. M. C. A. auditorium last evening. 

Gov. Hanly made a strong plea for moral 
and civi¢ righteousness and named “ greed, 
avarice, and the lust for galn as the three 
most dangerous enemies of the republic. He 
deciared that 85 per cent of all the crimes 
committed in the nation direotly is traceable 
to these three enemies.“ 

As proof he cited recent bank failures an 
scandals in the great life insurance com- 
panies, and incidentally declared that “ a sal- 
ary of $150,000 a year paid to some of the 
presidente of the life insurance companies 
comes very near being grand larceny.’ 

Gov. Hanly’s subject was The Patriotism 
of Peace. In Chicago, he said, are many 
men who profit by the operation of immoral 
business undertakings, and he said that in 
Indiana a great moral fight is being waged 
between the forces of righteousness and the 
evil powers. 


Need Is for Peaceful Patriots. 

“In these days, he continued, there ie no 
need of the patriotism of war, sublime as that 
passion is. combined armies and navie 
of the world could not conquer this nation 1 
a hundred years. Our enemies are not with- 
out, but within our bordera, and the greatest 
need of the hour is patriotism of peace. 

„Greed, avarice, d the lust for gain are 
the three test enemies of this nation, and 
I say there are not fifty men in this audience 
who have the moral courage of their convic- 
tions to live for their country, although every 
one of you stands ready to go to war and die 
for it. oe

STORM WIDE: LOSS 


Most Serious Damage by Gnow and 
Freeze Ig to Fruit, Celery, and 
Crops. 


A cold wave swept over the east and south 
yesterday and broke all records for this sea- 
son in many sections One man was frozen 
to death at Cleveland. In many sections the 
severe cold was accompanied by snowfall 
and a storm of snow and sleet that raged in 
upper New Tork state particularly caused 
great damage, wrecked telegraph and tele- 

hone lines, and interfered with other traffic. 

some places it is already getting warmer. 
Down along the Blue Ridge. mountains in 
Virginia was the coldest of the country, and 
at Mount Weather, the government observ- 
ing station in the mountains, sixty miles 
southwest of Washington, the mercury was 
down to freezing, while 4° below freezing was 
scored at Elkins, W. Va. North of Lake Su- 
perior is another cold section, and at White 
River, the thermometer registered 28° above. 

The greatest loss ie in the fruit Belts. in 
the region of the great lakes. Many orchards 
suffered severely. Around Benton rbor 
thousands of bushels of grapes were frozen 
on the vines and whole orchards of apples 
were made unfit for market. 

The celery crop in the Kalamazoo section 
has been practically destroyed by the frost 
of the last two days. The growers were 
caught unawares and had failed to bank it. 
There are a thousand acres in célery. The 
loss will be heavy. 


Damage in Buffalo $250,000. 

Buffalo bore the brunt of the storm in 
New York state. The damage in that city 
alone is not far from $250,000, and two deaths 
were directly due to the storm. All night the 
telephone and electric light systems were 
paralyzed. The streets were littered with 
broken wires. Shade trees were ruined by 
the thousand. Delaware park, one of the 
handsomest in the country, has suffered 
damage that twenty years will not repair. 
From midnight until morning, with practi- 
cally no wind stirring, the snow continued 
to fall heavily, and the cracking and falling 
limbs sounded like a bombardment of mus- 


try. 

Reports from all sections of western New 
York tell the same story of destruction. In 
Chautauqua county, along the shores of 
Lake Erie, all telegraph and telephone lines 
are in an inextricable mass. Miles of poles 
are down. It will take several days to re- 
establish normal conditions. 

Communication with Canada still is cut 
off. The snowstorm was accompanied by a 
high wind in some sections of the province. 
In Goderich it reached the proportions of a 
tornado which cut a swath 100 feet wide 
through the town, unroofing houses and lev- 
eling buildings. 

President Harvie Jordan of the Southern 
Cotton association estimates that between 
40,000 and 60,000 bales of cotton were killed 
in Georgia alone by the cold snap. Indica- 
tions ar for another killing frost. The cot- 
tou crops in Arkansas and Mississippi also 
suffered, 

Advices from cotton sections f Oklahoma 
and Indian Territory are that the crop was 
materially damaged by frost. The crop was 
practically made, but much of the cotton 
has not yet matured, and the plant in that 
stage will be killed. A conservative estimate 
places the yield at one-half bale an acre. 
Cotton markets in the two territories are 
flooded and gins are working night and day 
to dispose of the offerings. Seed cotton in 
many places is lying on the ground at the 
mercy of the weather. 

The weather bureau records show that yes- 
terday was the coldest experienced in Spring- 
field, III., previous to Oct. 18, since the 
weather bureau wae established there twen- 
ty-eight years ago. N

Buried for Third Time. 

LODZ. Russian Poland, Oct. 11.—During 
the night the bodies of the five 88 
who were hanged here yesterday, buried, ex- 
humed by sympathizers, and reinterred by 
command of the Cossack. officers, were re- 
exhumed. by unknown persons. The authori- 
ties buried them this morning for the third 
time and have now placed sentinels at the 
graves. 


Advance in Land Reforms. 

ST. PETERSBURG,*Oct. 11.—A step of 
great importance has been taken by the cab- 
inet in connection with the land reforms by 
granting permission to break up and sell en- 
talled estates if approved by the agrarian 
commissions. Some of these entailed estates 
embrace many thousands of acres. Thecab- 
inet’s decision is that these estates may only 
be sold to the peasantry in their neighbor- 
hood, and that the proceeds must be deposit- 
ed, as inalienable capital, in the state banks, 
thereby killing two birds with one stone. 


LONDON TIMES ‘TOO AMERICAN’? 


British Publishers’ Association Attacks 
“Thunderer’” for Its Imported 
Yankee Advertising Methods. 


LONDON, Oct. 11.—The. American meth- 
volved the staid old Thunderer in a bitter 
war with the British Publishers’ association. 

The four Americans who threaten to revo- 
lutionize the British publishing business are: 
Horace E. Hooper, manager of the publica- 
tion department of the Times; his partner, 
William M. Jackson; and two expert adver- 
tising writers. 

Th four men in 1806 induced the Times 
to bring out a new edition of the Encyclo- 
pedia Britannica. The lavishness of the ad- 


ods adopted by the London Times has in-

vertising and its boldness dazed the British 
publishers. 

The sales lasted 300 weeks and reached a 
total of over 1,500,000 volumes. The largest 
amount realised in any one day was $150,000,

“BERLIN. Oct. 11.—The late imperial chan- 
cellor, Von Hohenlohe’s “ Recollections,” 
publſthed recently by his younger son, Prince 
Alexander, which called forth a rebuke from 
Emperor William for Prince Alexander's 
** tactleseness,"’ were on sale today. 

Almost every page of the volume contains 
some indiscretion, according to diplomatic 
rules. For instance, dining with the late 
Empress Augusta, wife of Emperor William 
I., at Baden in October, 1889, the ex-chancel-

The story ran that they had 
been told that if they would draw up a decla- 
ration, of the kind of government they want- 
ed under the American flag and then pass a 
resolution exculpating 1 
Mr. Root and everybody who h ver said 
the Isle of Pines was not American soll, the 
provisional government would cut them off 
from Cuba and let them go it alone. 

There must have been some truth in the 
story, for such a resolution and a statement 
that a county or municipal government would 
do were sent to Gov. Taft. The governor, 
however, declared that he could have nothing 
to do with a question that had been passed on 
by the department of state, which had insist- 
ed most emphatically that the Isle of Pines 
had always beema part of Cuba. 

It might be possible to arrange some sort of 
reform in the manner of its government by 
Cuba, but to cut it off and take possession of 
it would be an act that a provisional govern- 
ment of a country could hardly be expected to 
perform. 


FIFTY BUILDINGS ARE BURNED. 


Summerside, P. Z. I., Suffers Loss of 
$200,000 by Fire Rain Aids 
Firemen in Fight. 


CHARLOTTETOWN, . I., Oct; 11. 
Fire, which started early today in the rail - 
way station at Summerside, destroyed fifty, 
buildings, including the postoffice, the Eng- 
glish and Baptist churches, and four hotels, 
causing a loss of $200,000
